BRITISH LABOR PROPOSES 


BIG SOCIALISTIC EXPERIMENT 


Proposes Government Subsidy on Every 


House Built to Be Rented for 40 Years 
to Solve Housing Problem.

LONDON, May 16.—Political cir- 
cles have awakened to the magni- 
tude of the. Labor Government's 
proposals, modestly put forward. 
without any preliminary announce- 
ment, in the shape of a white pa- 
per circulated to members of Par- 
liament. 

The biggest socialistic experl- 
ment in world history, its oppo- 
nents describe “the scheme, which 
is fathered by Minister of Health 


in the 
Cabinet of Labor's left wing. 


The plan is to provide an annual 


Government subsidy of £13 10 shil- 
lings (about $67.50 normally) on 
every house huilt to be rented dur- 
ing the next 40 years. The nation- 
Al treasury would pay £9 (about 
$45 normally) and the local au- 
thorities the rest.

MELINITE EXPLOSION FAILS 
TO SOLVE “SILENCE” MYSTERY 


Only Fecble Shocks Registered in 

Immediate Vicinity in French 

, Lixperiment. 

By the Associated Press. 

LA COURTINE, PAY-DE-DOME, 
France, May 16.—Results.of the ex- 
periment in exploding 10 tons of 
melinite last night at the Courtine 
camp, near here, in an attempt to 


‘solve the mystery of “zones of si- 


lence,”’ were disappointing and 
puzzling. 

The explosion blew a hole 20 feet 
deep and 60 wide in the soft soil. 
With the exception of one guinea 
pig, which died a martyr to science, 
a number of animals placed in 
holes at distances varving from 100 
to 300 yards from the scene showed 
no ill effects from the violent dis- 
placement of the air. One of 30 
stray dogs brought from a nearby 
town was so lucky as to have his 
leash broken by the explosion and 
when last seen he was still run- 
ning. ~— 

The results of observations of 
delicate appliances placed at vari- 
ous distances are curious and in- 
explicable, so far as reported. Those 
in the immediate neighborhood, in 
Ussel, La Courtine and Aubusson 
registered only feeble shocks. Paris 
héard nothing; nor did Amiens, 
Moulins, Clermont-Ferrand,  LI- 
moges, Strasbourg or Marseilles. At 
some of these cities shocks were 
registered, but it is not certain 
they were caused by the explosion. 

In consequence of these reports, 
it is considered the results of the 
second and third experiments, to be 
made shortly, must be awaited be- 
fore conclusions can be drawn.

LONDON, May 16.—The explo- 
sion of melinite at La Courtine 
caused no sensible vibration in En- 
gland, so far as could. be ascer- 
tained this’ morning.

The letter has not 
yet been published in Paris, but it 
is evidently Poincare’s intention to 
release it for publication soon to 
show he is not as stubborn as he 
seemed. 
Hopeful of Agreement. 

With France in her present 
frame of mind, it will not do him 
much good. It will deliver him to 
the attacks of newspapers support- 
ing the Left bloc which beat him. 
These papers have so far left him 
alone. 

The text of the letter begins with 
a regretful explanation that the 
Premier will not be able to meet 
Mr. MacDonald, in view of the 
French election results. But it ex- 
presses the belief the two ministers 
could have come to an agreement 
easily. 

Poincare asserts his acceptance 
of the experts’ plan was thorough. 
He was prepared, when he met the 
British Premier May 20. to accept 
the British view, even to the extent 
of agreeing to withdraw all soldiers 
from the Ruhr. He only asked de- 
lay, he says, until the Germans

Acquiescence After Defeat. 

It already had been known the 
French Premier was prepared to 
bargain with MacDonald over eco- 
nomic evacuation of the Ruhr. His 
letter reveals, however, that Mac- 
Donald’s conversation with Pre- 
mier Theunis of Belgium must al- 
so have considered terms on which 
the French and Belgians would 
consent to military evacuation as 
well. 

As the correspondent reported 
some time ago, London bankers de- 
manded withdrawal of the troops 
if the loan to Germany was to be 
a success. But there has,been no 
intimation previous to this letter 
that Poincare was ready to ac- 
quiesce and this intimation comes 
after his defeat. 

The American Federal Reserve 
Board's demand that the proposed 
loan to Germany be made on a 
dollar instead of pound-sterling 
basis is considered here as a case 
of enlightened seifishness. 

Advantage for Aniericans. 

The French believe the new G 
man bank of issue, proposed by the 
reparation experts’ report, would 
otherwise be a sterling bank.

Summoned for the End. 


On July 15 the little boy 
played with the Czarevitch was sent 
off and told not to come back. 
Late in the evening of July 16, 
about midnight by soviet time, 
Yurovsky entered the Romanoff's 
rooms, and _ told them to make 
ready for immediate departure. 
They were to be moved elsewhere.

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President Kinsey, However, 
Wants Further Investiga- 
tion Before Taking Ac- 


tion on Complaint. 


The Bureau of Municipal Re- 
search has submitted to President 
Kinsey of the Board of Public 
Service two letters from R. D. Van 
Alstine, City Engineer of Long 
Beach, Cal., dealing with the qual- 
ity of Willite process street paving, 
in which Van Alstine asserts that 
Willite paving has not given sat- 
isfaction in California. 

This process has been specified 
for 150,000 square yards of street 
paving to be started in St. Louis 
this year. The specification was 
recommended in a paving ordi- 
nance by President Kinsey and Di- 
rector of Streets and Sewers Fisk, 
who made two trips to California 
in 1922 and 1923 at the expense of 
the company marketing Willite. 

Following an inspection of Wil- 
lite process paving in Los Angeles, 
Long Beach and of the harbor 
boulevard, connecting Los Angeles 
with San Pedro Harbor, Kinsey and 
Fisk reported Willite paving supe- 
rior to sheet asphalt, such as has 
been laid in St. Louis. Both point- 
ed to the San Pedro harbor boule- 
vard as a perfect specimen of pav- 
ing that had withstood years of 
heavy service without repairs. 

Van Alstine’s letter, written May 
8 in response to an inquiry by the 
Bureau of Municipal Research, 
gives an entirely different estimate 
of Willite paving. The text fol- 
lows: 

Tells of Poor Jobs. 


“In addition to the poor jobs in 
the vicinity of Long Beach, where 
Willite paving has failed, namely: 
State street, Seventeenth § street, 
Gladys avenue and Roswell ave- 
nue, Willite pavement has. been 
laid in the cities of Orange and 
Torrance and on the Harbor boule- 
vard between Los Angeles and San 
Pedro, over the portion known as 
‘Nigger Slough.’ 

‘In Orange the 
was replaced twice within two 
years after its original construc- 
tion, and is now ina badly cracked 
condition. 

“In Torrance the pavement 
failed after a few months and has 
recently been replaced. 

“On Nigger Slough the Willite 
company has made a ‘show place’ 
of their pavement and has madea 
great many repairs to maintain a 
good appearance. Within the last 
90 days a very large proportion of 
the entire pavement has been 
patched. I have personally seen 
a large number of these patches, 
and photographs are on file show- 
ing the work undergoing repairs.” 

In another letter, addressed to 
property owners in Long Beach, 
March 12 last, of which Van Al- 
stine sent a copy to the Municipal 
Research Bureau here, he said of 
Willite paving: 

First Laid in 1919. 


“Willite is a patent pavement 
which was first laid in this part of 
on the Harbor boule- 
across Nigger Slough in 1919. 
At that time the Willite people 
claimed that any material available 
along the road could be used for 
paving, by mixing with it about 2 
per cent of copper sulphate. The 
first surface laid by them on this 
pavement very quickly became 
loosened from the base, was re- 
moved and a new surface laid. 

“Our city chemist has recently 
analyzed samples taken from the 
first surface laid on this job and 
has found that material to contain 
1.18 per cent of copper sulphate. 
Samples taken from’ the present 
surface on Nigger Slough show no 
copper sulphate to have been used. 
In other words, the surface of the 
present pavement on Nigger 
Siough, according to our tests, is 
sheet asphalt and not Willite. 


“Since 1919 the Willite specifica- 
ticn has been changed until at 
present it is substantially an ordi- 
nary asphalt pavement with most 
of the coarse material omitted, and 
about 2 per cent of copper sulphate 
added. For the privilege of using 
this copper sulphate, the contractor 
who lays the pavement must pay 
the Willite people a royalty, in ad- 
dition to the cost of the copper. On 
Roswell avenue, between Yvurth 
street and Livingston drive, this 
royalty amounted to 15 cents per 
square yard of pavement. The 
pavement cost .279 per square foot, 
including this royalty and the cop- 
per su/iphate.” 

In concluding this letter,. Van 
Alstine wrote, “I do not favor lay- 
ing any patent pavement in the 
city of Long Beach, for the rea- 
son that other pavements just as 
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pavement laid 


‘are from the Veterans’ Bureau, but

WASHINGTON, May 16.—The 
text of President Coolidge’s mes- 
sage vetoing the soldier bonus bill 
follows: 

“To the House 
tives: 

“Herewith is returned, without 
approval, H. R. 7959, a Dill ‘to 
provide adjusted compensation for 
veterans of the World War, and 
for other purposes.’ 

“The bill proviles a bonus for 
the veterans of the World War and 
dependents of those who fell. To 
certain of its beneficiaries whose 
maximum benefits do not exceed 
$50, this bonus is to be paid imme- 
diately in cash. To each of its 
beneficiaries who are not to re- 
ceive such immediate cash pay- 
ment, ther: is to be provided free 
insurance under a 20-year endow- 
ment plan. The face value of each 
policy will be based upon the mili- 
tary service, the average amount 
being at least $962, pavable at the 
expiration of 20 years, or at death 
prior thereto. After the lapse of 
two years the holder of 
may borrow thereon from banks at 
reasonable rates of interest. If 
amounts so borrowed are not re- 
paid by the veteran the Govern- 
ment is obligated to pay to the 
banks this indebtednes~, which ulti- 
mately reduces the maturity value 
of the policy. 

Appropriation Required. 

“An appropriation of $146,000,- 
000 for the fiscal year 19°%5 will be 
required to provic> the prorated 
annual cost of the insurance and to 
meet cash payments to those not 
receiving such insurance. This 
does not include administrative 
costs, which will amount to Ap- 
proximately $6.500.000 the _ first 
year. For the fiscal year 1926 an 
appropriation of $155,500,000 will 
be required and the annual appro- 
priations for the 20-year period 
will aggregate, according to the 
lowest estimate, $2,280,758,542. 
These and the other figures herein

the Treasury estimates are materi- 
allv more. 

“That part of the annual ap- 
propriation not required to meet 
the cash bonus or to pay policies 
maturing on account of death wil! 
be invested in Government bonds. 
The face value of the bonds thus 
acquired plus the interest thereon 
reinvested will equal during the 
20-year period the maturity value 
of the insurance policies, aggresta*- 
ing at the lowest estimate $3,145,- 
000,000. : 

Money for Bonds. 

“The money spent for the acqui- 
sition of these bonds  muintnifestly 
cannot be spent for any other pur- 
pose, no matter how uryg2nt our 
other requirements may e. In 
other words, we will be committing 
this nation for a period of 20 years 
to an additional average annual 
appropriation of $114,099,600. This 
of itsélf should require most seri- 
ous reflection, but if we are to have 
such commitment it should be in 
some form which would be in har- 
mony with recognized principles of 
Government finance. 

“The provisions of th's bill are 
not so in harmony. Under ir the 
Government will not have in the 
fund $2,500,000,000. All it wll 
have will be its own obligations, 
and it will awe  $2,500,099,000 
cash. It will then be necesen.y to 
sell to the public this $2,500,000,- 
000 of bonds—a major operation in 
finance which may be disastrous at 
that time and may jeopardize the 
value of Federal securities then 
outstanding. 


Money From Whole People. 
“We have no money to stow 
upon a class of people that is not 
taken from the whole people. Our 
first concern must be the nation 
as a whole. This outweighs in its 
importan:: the consideration of a 
class and the latter must yield to 
the former. The one compelling 
desire and deman of the people 
today, irrespective of party or cliss, 
{is for tax relief. The people have 
labored during the last six years 
under a heavy tax burden. This 
Was necessary to meet the extraor- 
dinary costs of the war. This 
heavy assessment has been met 
willingly and without complaint. 
Opportunity to IAghten Tax. 
“We have now reached a finan- 
cial condition which permits us to 
lighten this tax burden. If this bill 
becomes law, we wipe out at once 
almost all the progress five hard

years have accomplished in reduc- 
ing the national debt. If we now

Cer- 
tainly the country would. We have 
hardly an economic ill today whica 
cannot be attributed directly or 
indirectly to hizh taxes. 
Prosperity of Nation. 

“The prosperity of the nation, 
which is the prosperity of the peo- 
ple, rests primarily on reducing the 
existing tax burden. No other ac- 
tion would so encourage business. 
No other legislative enactment 
would do so much to relieve agri- 
culture. The drastic executive cam- 
raign for economy in Government 
expenditures has but one purpose 
—that its benefits may accrue .o 
the whole people in the form of 
reduction in taxes. I cannot re- 
cede from this purpose. I am for 
the interests of the whole people. 
The expenditures proposed in this 
till are against the interests of the 
whole people. I do not believe they 
are for the benefit of the veterans. 

“The running expenses of the 
Government for services and sup- 
plies must be met. Certain other 
obligations in the nature of. invest- 
ments for improvements and buiid- 
ings are necessary, and often result 
in a saving. The debts of the na- 
tion must be paid. The sum of all 
these is a tremendous amount. A* 
the present rate it is nearly $35 for 
each resident of our country, or 
$175 for each average family every 
year, and must be for some time. 
This bill calls for a further expend- 
iture in the aggregate of nearly 
$35 for each inhabitant, and lays 
nearly $175 more on each family, 
to be spread over a period of 20 
years. No one supposes the effort 
will stop here. Already suggestions 
are made for a cash bonus, in ad- 
dition, to be paid at once. Such 
action logically would be encour- 
aged, if this bill becomes law. 
Neither the rich nor the profiteers 
will meet this expense. All of this 
enormous sum has to be earned by 
the people of this country through 
their toil. It is taken from the re- 
turns of their production. They 
must earn it, they must pay it. The 
neople of this country ought not to 
be required by their Government 
to bear any such additional burden. 
They are not deserving of any such 
treatment. Our business is not to 
impose upon them, but to protect 
them. 

Insurance Provision. 


“If this bill be considered as in- 
surance, the opportunity for such a 
provision had already been  pro- 
vided. Nearly $3,000,000,000 of 
war risk and Government life in- 
surance is now outstanding and 
over $500,000,000 has been paid on 
such policies. When this provision 
was made in 1917, it was on the 
explicit understanding of the Con- 
gress t: ‘'t such insurance was to 
relieve the Government of subse- 
quent contributions. The’ then 
Secretary of the Treasury said in 
relation to the proposed insurance 
act: 

“It ought to check any further 
attempts at service pension legisla- 
tion by enabling a man now to 
provide against impairment 
through old age, total disability 
or death resulting from _ other 
causes, and to give all this protec- 
tion to those kindred who may be 
dependent upon him and who do 
not share in the Government com- 
pensation. . This opportunity was 
afforded all those who entered the 
service. It was distinctly under- 
stood that it covered every obliga- 
tion on the part of the Govern- 
ment. The intent of this bill now 
to provide free issuance lacks both 
a legal or moral requirement, and 
falls into the position of a plain 
gratuity. 

‘First Duty to Nation. 

“Considering this bill from the 
standpoint of its intrinsic merit is 
no justification for its enactment 
into law. We owe no bonus to 
able-bodied veterans of the World 
War. The first duty of every citl- 
zen is to the nation. The veterans 
of the World War performed this 
first duty. To confer upon them 
a cash consideration or its equiv- | 
alent for performing their first | 
duty is unjustified. It is not justi- 
fied when considered in the in- 
terests of the whole people; it is) 
not justified when considered alone | 
on its own merits. The gratitude | 
of the nation to these veterans can 
not be expressed in dollars and 
cents. No way exists by which we 
can either equalize the burdens or 
give adequate financial reward to 
those who served the nation in 
both civil and military capacities 
in time of war. The respect and 
honor of their country will right- 
fully be theirs for evermore. But 
patriotism can neither be bought 
nor sold. It is not hire and salary 
It is not material, ‘ut spiritual. 
It is one of the finest and highes" 
of human virtues. To attempi: to 
pay money for it is to offer it an

Bids Received From Three 
Concerns and Job Goes 
to Trinidad Company at 
$1.54 per Square Yard. 


Bids for asphalt street paving at 
prices almost $1 a square yard low- 
er than has been made to the city 
for similar work. have seen re- 
ceived by residents of Washington 
Terrace, who are preparing to re- 
construct their street, a private 
thoroughfare. 

These bids were opened last Sat- 
urday in the office of Charles C. 
Keck, a city surveyor, at 721% 
Chestnut street, who has charge 
of the job for the property owners, 
and the prices mark another 
phase of the situation since the 
city began holding up paving work 
to force prices down. 

It will be recalled that the Post- 
Dispatch, in a series of articles re- 
cently, directed attention to high 
prices for paving, following which 
the prices in bids opened by the 
Board of Public Service May 6 were 
found to be 22 per cent under es- 
timates of city engineers. 

Bids From Three Firms. 

Washington Terrace is to be re- 
constructed with asphalt from 
Union boulevard to Clara avenue, 
a distance of 2441 feet, requiring 
8180 square yards of paving. 

The Trinidad Asphalt Manufac-- 
turing Co. bid $1.54 a square yard 
for top and binder, whereas, bids 
formerly made this year to the city 
for similar work were around $2.35 
a square yard. 

In more recent bids to the city, 
since the attention of city officials 
was directed to high prices by the 
Post-Dispatch, the Trinidad com- 
pany bid as low as $1.60 a square 
yard for top and binder on one job. 

The Bridges Asphalt Paving Co. 
bid $1.46 a square yard for top 
and binder on the Washington 
Terrace job: Orie S. Brighton bid 
$1.49, and the Granite Bituminous. 
Paving Co., $1.85. The latter com- 
pany also bid $2.30 a square yard 
for surfacing with Warrenite, a 
patented pavement, with which 
Washington Terrace was originally 
constructed 20 years ago. 


Job to Trinidad Company. 


The Trinidad company, with a 
bid of 81 cents a lineal foot for 
curbing, is the low bidder, Keck 
said, and will be awarded the con- 
tract. Brighton bid $1.42 for curb- 
ing, Bridges $1.35 and Granite Bit- 
uminous $1:45. 

Altogether, including the cost of 
engineering, the reconstruction of 
Washington Terrace will cost those 
property owners $4.39 a front foot. 

“There are features to this job 
that make it desirable, however,” 
said Keck. “It is a cash job, which 
may save the contractors 10 to 15 
per cent, which they claim to suf- 
fer in some cases through dis- 
counting or collection of tax bills. 
But it is a small job, which would 
offset this gain to some extent.” 
City Bids Higher on Smaller Jobs. 

Bids to the city are always high 
on small jobs, the contractors 
pointing out that it requires just 
as much equipment for paving one 
block as for a mile of street. 

On May 6 the Central Paving Co. 
bid $2.35 a square yard for “Wil- 
lite’’ asphalt and binder for a city 
job. ““Willite” is a patented process 
on which other contractors - are 
making a fight, claiming it is no 
better than ordinary sheet asphalt. 
This company did not bid on the 
Washington Terrace work.

The discussion, although con- 
fined to the proposed 2 per cent 
annual immigration quotas on the 
basis of the 1890 census, and leav- 
ing Japanese exclusion out of con- 
sideration, takes up space equiva- 
lent to more than 10 pages of the 
weekly. Editorial expressions are 
quoted from newspapers published 
in 21 languages. 

With the above-mentioned “‘an- 
cient principle” in mind, it is but 
natural that publications in the 
German and Scandinavian lan- 
guages, as quoted, generally make 
complacent reference to current 
theories of Nordic superiority, and 
favor the Johnson bill, which pro- 
vides relatively more drastic cuts 
for the immigration quotas of the 
Slavic and South European races. 
Some of these papers call for 
sharper discrimination, but others 
are opposed to any restriction 
whatsoever. 

“Ten million people should be 
immediately admitted to this 
country,” declares the Germanic 
Dakota Freie Presse. The Finnish 
North Star of Fitchburg, Mass., 
says, “It looks to us to be a fal- 
lacy, the belief that immigration 
will depress our economic life. In 
fact, it should stimulate it. Those 
who come from other countries 
take the hardest places in indus- 
try and agriculture and relieve 
Americanized or native men for 
higher positions.” 


German-American moderation 1 
represented by the Schenectady 
Herald-Journal, in this statement: 
“The new law, based on the cen- 
sus of 1890, consequently favors 
the Nordic races. It is much too 
drastic and discriminates against 
the other races to an excessive ex- 
tent.’’ Similarly, the Swedish Ti- 
dende (Minneapolis), after making 
its bow to the ‘purest Nordics,”’ 
says of South and East European 
races: “But there is no reason to 
assume that those races cannot be 
assimilated. Sufficient thme has 
not been allowed to prove that. 
There were those who, when the 
Scandinavians first began to ar- 
rive in this country in large num- 
bers some 60 years ago, advanced 
the very arguments against their 
admittance to the United States 
which now are brought forward 
against these later arrivals.”’ 

A striking echo is found in the 
Rochester Stampa Unita (Italian): 
“The most interesting fact in our 
mind is that today the percentage 
of foreign born people in America 
is less than it was in  Lincoln’s 
time. Sixty and 7@®years ago the 
same antipathy against the ‘for- 
eigner’ existed. but at that time the 
feeling was directed against the 
Irish and German.” 


The Italian and Greek language 
papers are inclined to take person- 
ally the discrimination against 
South Europe. Against the virtues 
of the Northman as a settler and 
substantial citizen, they pit the 
worth of the Mediterranean immi- 
grant in business and unskilled la- 
bor and as a contributor to racial] 
art, gaiety and inventiveness. 


“The vast body of the Italians 
in America are kind, honest and 
useful workers." the Des Moines 
Tribuna Italiana says. “To speak 
of Italians, in the mind of some 
people, is to speak of so many 
‘black-hands,’ but this is a gross 
exaggeration. A very small per- 
centage of the Italian immigration 
is dangerous.”

The Wheeler case, manifestly, cannot end at 
this point. The committee's exoneration, in view 
of the evidence adduced, is, in effect, a grave in- 
dictment of the Department of Justice under the 
manipulation of Daugherty and his precious crony, 
Burns. It is an indictment of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee and the foul, blatant organ which 
Chairman Adams and Secretary Lockwood of that 
committee publish as the official mouthpiece of 
the Republican party. It is an indictment of 
the Montana grand jury that indicted Senator 
Wheeler. 

It is no exaggeration to say that the indictment 
of Senator Wheeler is, in some respects, the most 
ominous item in the catalogue of Washing- 
ton’s corrupt disclosures. The evidence brought 
out by the Borah committee makes clear that Sen- 
ator Wheeler was scrupulously and persistently 
careful to impress upon his client, Campbell, that 
he could not represent Campbell at Washington, 
that he could only look after his litigation in the 
Montana courts. The evidence goes far towards 
confirming the . public suspicion, if it does not 
establish the fact, that the charge against Senator 
Wheeler was a measure of reprisal for his action 
in demanding an investigation of Daugherty as 
Attorney-General, and it warrants the inference 
that the Department of Justice and the Republican 
National Committee conspired and utilized their re- 
sources to assai] and, if possible, to ruin Senator 
Wheeler. 

Whatever public relief may be felt at the ex- 
oneration of Senator Wheeler is submerged in the 
shocking revelation that the Government's Depart- 
ment of Justice could be so basely and maliciously 
prostituted as to engage in the destruction of a 
Senator and that the heads of the Republican 
party's organization could join in such a black- 
guardly enterprise! High officials in the admin- 
istration, cold to the infamies of their official as- 
sociates, have deplored the housecleaning at Wash- 
ington and smugly observed that “government by 
investigation is not government by law.’’ Such 
eminent personages as the President, Secretary of 
State and the Secretary of the Treasury may prop- 
erly be requested to consider the far-reaching 
malevolence and full significance of the Wheeler 
case and their opinion solicited as to whether gov- 
ernment by terrorism is government by law. 

Finally, the public mind may righteously de- 
mand to know just what was the evidence upon 
which the Federal grand jury in Montana indicted 
Senator Wheeler. The whole felonious conspiracy 
against Mr. Wheeler, to its farthest ramification, 
is a work of exposure and prosecution which 
Daugherty has left on the doorstep of his successor, 
Attorney-General Stone. 
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COOLIDGE’S POLITICAL PARDON. 


In a doubre-barreled opinion by two Federal 
Judges President Coolidge is held to have exceed- 
ed his power in pardoning Philip Grossman, who 
was sentenced to a year in jail for contempt for 
keeping an open saloon in defiance of a court order. 
Judge Carpenter rules that contempt cases are be- 
yond the reach of the presidential pardoning pow- 
er granted in the Constitution, and Judge Wilker- 
son holds that the power to pardon in such cases 
is the power to destroy the authority of the courts 
and impair their function. 

The public is less interested in this judicial in- 
terpretation, perhaps, than in the case itself, which 
reflects anything but credit on the President. The 
pardon was granted after it had been twice re- 
fused by President Harding. Back of it, as brought 
out by the Brookhart investigation, were Senators 
McCormick and McKinley of Illinois, a represen- 
tative of the Department of Justice, the Attorney- 
General of Illinois and a petition bearing the name 
of a Chicago Republican boss and alleged to have 
had the indorsement of Fred W. Upham, then treas- 
urer of the party committee.

such circumstances?” The President may have 
gained machine support for his nomination by this 
piece of political diplomacy at the expense of the 
authority and dignity of the courts, but the elec- 
tion may prove that expediency overreached itself. 

The opinion places the President in a most em- 
barrassing situation, which is emphasized by the 
evidence of the power of political pulls’ in the 
White House to override courts and justice. 
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GOOD AND BAD PACIFISM. 
The resolution adopted by the Committee on the 
Methodist Church. 
against participation by the organization in any 
future war, is to go before the general conference 
of the church for approva!l. 

If it is approved as drawn it will bina the church 
as a body, but will leave individual members free to 
follow their consciences when a cal! for volunteers 
is made or a draft is enacted. This, of course, will 
put a member fn a quandary. He will have to con- 
sider how his church, as an organization, can sepa- 
rate itself from war or the preparation for war. if 
the members, who constitute the church, enter 
war. Without the members, the church is noth- 
ing. The resolution, therefore, ts but a gesture 
expressing a sentiment, but having no binding 
force. 

Would the Methodist Church stand idly by, with- 
out protest or action, if the United States were 
invaded by a powerful foe? Would the Methodist 
Church permit, without appeal or resistance, the 
United States to be conquered and despoiled by a 
foreign aggressor? Would it stand idly by if hu- 
manity and civilization were assailed by a power- 
ful nation or combination of nations? 

Until education has done its perfect work and 
some form of effective defense through organized 


international co-operation is in Operation, national

preparedness for defense is imperative. The pacif- 
ism which advocates and supports the substitution 
of an effective means of maintaining peace and 
justice, so that armaments will be unnecessary and 
danger of war minimized, is good. But the pacif- 
ism which preaches nonpreparedness and refuses 
to co-operate for the defense of the country when 
there is no effective substitute for defensive war, is 
the worst possible menace. 

Wholly unprepared and without a guarantee 
against aggression, the United States would be a 
rich victim for spoils by some aggressive nation— 
a target for unchecked envy, jealousy and greed. 
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TRYING OUT MR. COOLIDGE. 


President Coolidge has done his full duty in 
vetoing the bonus bill. The veto message is un- 
answerable on all the points touched upon as gov- 
erning legislation of this kind. 

Mr. Coolidge bases his veto upon the lack of 
justification for an insurance gratuity because a 
large amount of insurance is now provided; upon 
the crushing cost of the bonus, the necessity for tax 
relief, the generous provision made for disabled 
veterans, and upon the sound principle that bonases 
ought not to be granted for service to the coun- 
try, that services of this kind never ought to be 
put upon a mercenary basis. 

It is creditable to the President that he has 
vetoed the bonus measure in face of the practical 
certainty that Congress will override it. The at- 
titude of Congress may indicate his- weakness as a 
political leader, but it testifies to his strength and 
courage as the Chief Executive. 

Mr. Coolidge now faces another test. The {!mmi- 
gration bill, including the Japanese exclusion 
clause, has been adopted by an overwhelming vote 
in both houses of Congress, despite the President's 
protest and his efforts to have exclusion postponed. 

Mr. Coolidge stands on rather weak ground in 
dealing with the Japanese exclusion question. He 
has not made a definite, strong issue with Con- 
gress. But if he believes that the Japanese ex- 
clusion provision is bad policy, ill-treatment of a 
friendly nation and likely to provoke animosity and 
possibly war, he should veto that bill. Congress 
will probably override him again, but he will at 
least prove that he has the courage of his convic- 
tions and that as Chief Executive he stands for 
courtesy and fair dealing in our relations with 
Japan.

SERVICE THE CRITERION. 


When Jacob K. Newman, reorganizer of the 
United Railways, says that co-ordination of the bus 
lines with the street railway system is the key to 
a successful reoganization of the U. R. on a service- 
at-cost basis he is hitting the truth. It is certain 
that for the most economical reorganization leading 
possibly to lower fares and improved service the 
co-ordination of the two systems is indispensable. 


This conclusion may seem unfair to the bus|ff 


company, which, on its own initiative and at its own 
risk, established its service in competition with the 
street cars. But in the matter of a public utility 
the first rights belong to the public and can be 
considered only from the standpoint of public 
service. The bus company, of cousse, must be 
given full value for its investment, whether the 
line is bought out or merely regulated. That is 
the minimum of its rights and ought to be the 
maximum of its expectations. 

To permit the lines to run to the impairment of 
the principal transportation service for the masses 
would be to give away public rights and public 
property in the streets and to deprive the people of 
adequate transportation at the lowest possible 
fare. The service-at-cost plan contemplated by 
Mr. Newman puts the service in control of the city 
and makes the people partners of the transporta- 
tion system,

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WILD LIFE REFUGES. 


Speaking for the permanent and transient in- 
habitants of the 300 miles of Upper Mississippi 
bottom lands which the Izaak Walton League of 
America is asking Congress to acquire as a wild 
life refuge, one might say: 

“We, the families of Pelicans, Horned Grebes, 
Great Divers, Black Terns, Bitterns, Mallards, Can- 
ada Geese and other large and small birds; and we, 
the families of Black Bass, Pike, Perch, Crappie, 
Sunfish and other water peoples, ask to be per- 
mitted to enjoy this refuge, which has been ours 
from time immemorial, and which you human be- 
ings can well spare to us. 

“You have invaded nearly all our former sanctu- 
aries and made them uninhabitable. Hardly can 
we birds who must migrate twice a year find any 
place to alight, rest and feed on our weary pil- 
grimages. And we, the finny tribes, understand 
that your rivers, lakes and lagoons are so destitute 
of inhabitants, due to your pot fishermen, that 
your Government, whatever that is, had to obtain 
148,000,000 of our young people from this home 
of ours to ‘“‘stock’’ these waters. 

“Let us tell you that innumerable song birds 
and insect-eating birds find a home in this swamp 
and wooded area. They are safe there for a time, 
but they wander over your land, gladdening your 
eyes and ears and saving your crops. Surely they 
should have a refuge in which to feel safe and 
multiply!’’ 

So much for the “‘little people’’ who cannot speak 
for themselves. The region intended to be bought 
for a refuge is threatened by a gigantic draining 
project. It is claimed that draining these swamps 
and turning them into plow land would cause vast 
quantities of silt to wash into the river, making 
navigation more difficult. There are still mil- 
lions of acres of other land to be had by the Jand- 
hungry. The area sought to be preserved repre- 
sents the last unspoiled sanctuary of any extent 
for waterfowl, fur-bearing animals and fresh-water 
fish in the Upper Mississippi Valley. It is a need- 
ed resting place for migratory birds. For these 
reasons all lovers of wild life should back up the 
efforts of the Izaak Walton League to save it for 
posterity. '

The Baltimore Sun has been applying a 
few scientific measurements to the Wash- 
ington scandals. Realizing the justice of 
the claim that there is a great deal of smoke 
ay.d not much fire, it has put on the blower.

Being considerably interested in the 
subject of corruption in the United 
States for the year 1924, the ordinary 
methods of the Federal jobholder in an 
effort to chart the geographical Center 
of Corruption. The results are shown 
on the map above. 

To accomplish this end the names 
were taken of 40 persons prominently 
mentioned in connection with the Sen- 
ate investigations into the Teapot Dome 
scandal, each person being represented 
by a black dot plotted on the State 
from which he comes. It will be seen 
that the grouping of the dots on the 
west and east coasts fairly balance, as 
do the dots to the north and south of 
the geographical center of the country. 

It will be noted also that of the 40 
persons mentioned, eight hail from the 
sovereign State of Ohio, a State chiefly 
known to the rest of the country by its 
zeal for reform and by the professional 
reformers which it has been distribut- 
ing with a lavish hand in the interest 
of the uplift of the nation. After a 
calculation made through the aid of 
the available data the Center of Cor- 
ruption is found to rest at a point in 
proximity to Westerville, O., headquar- 
ters of the Anti-Saloon League. No 
doubt there will be many who will be 
surprised that the Center of Corrup- 
tion is not actually in Westerville.

To me “All God's Chillun Got 
Wings” is a very tiresome play. It 
is tiresome because Eugene O'Neill 
has no more than outlined’ his 
problem before he sidestéTis it. The 
play deals with the marriage of a 
white woman toa negro. The first 
act sets forth the events leading 
up to the marriage. One expects 
that the latter half of the play will 
deal with the difficulties of. inter- 
marriage in the American com- 
munity. 

Asa matter of fact, it does noth- 
ing of the sort. When next we 
see the white woman she is well 
on the road to insanity. Before 
the play ends, she is stark, raving 
mad. S8o0 instead of the problem 
of white and black, we have the 
problem of sane and insane. 

Asa rule, I find madness among 
the mest dreary of dramatic 
themes Of course, it may not be 
ruled out as available material, but 
at least the theatergoer has some 
right tc demand that he be fur- 
nished with chart or compass to 
comprehend the current of the 
morbid psychology. 

The madness of Ella Downey in 
O'Neill's play is traditional dra- 
matic dementia of the sort from 
which Ophelia suffered. As far 
as lam concerned, everything the

Ella Downey cannot endure the 
thought that Jim Harris, her hus- 
band, should pass his examination 
for the bar.

Beyond the fact that Paul Robe- 
s0n (the Jim Harris of the play) 
is @ negro and Mary Blair (Ella 
Downey) white, it is difficult to 
understand now why the play 
should have aroused so much pre- 
liminary commotion. Any objec- 
tion to the theme of the play 
should come logically not from the 
white, but from the colored com- 
munity.

Woman Lowest of the Low. 

The white woman whom he mar- 
ries is a character painted as the 
lowest of the low. And Jim's pro- 
posal of marriage does not occur 
until the girl has been ruined and 
cast off by a member of her own 
race. After marriage the negro is 
constantly shown In the attitude of 
complete and abject devotion. 

To be sure, O'Neill is not at- 
tempting to deal with the entire 
Problem of intermarriage. He is 
merely telling the story of one 
White woman and one black man. 
But this story as it stands gives to 
& first-rate negro a third-rate white 
Woman, and then illustrates the 
Manner in which her brain gives 
Way under the degradation. One 
has been much leas concerned with 
the degradation of the man who 
Must play slave to this poor witless 
&Nd useless woman. 

Still, 100 per cent Nordics may 
find some reason to complain even 
if they must look beyond the man- 
Useript itself, Caucasian superior- 
ity does suffer a little because Paul 
Robeson is a far finer actor than 
any white member of the cast.

O'Neill, writer of some 
very finest things in the modern 
theater, author of that _§saterling 
epic of fear, ‘‘The Emperor Jones,”’ 
now can be said to have gone to 
the other extreme. There is no 
reason for holding this latest prod- 
uct of the O'Neill quill as sacred 
when he has not chosen to respect 
womanhod by suppressing its 
chance variations of degradation. 

Such cries as ‘Dirty nigger,” ut- 
tered by Ella Downey, white wife 
of Jim Harris. negro, may 
miliar slogans in isolated city sink- 
holes, but who wants to hear them? 
And who wants to see all barriers 
down, on the stage or off? 

It sems that negros would be 
the first to resent this thing. When 
the negro pugilist, Jack Johnson, 
was parading his ownership of 
white womanhood, no one show- 
ered with ‘‘bravos.” That was in 
real life, too, bug hardly a thing 
to form the basis of a play. 

John Corbin, in the Times, ex- 
presses this view: 

Eugene O'Neill's play of mixed 
marriage was produced last night 
by the Provincetown Theatrical ex- 
perimenters. MacDougal street 
stands where it stood. So, pre- 
sumably, do Plymouth Rock and 
the Congo. As far as the play says 
anything, it belies the optimism of 
its title. “All God's Chillun’’ may, 
indeed, have wings: but if one 
reads a lesson in this story it !{s 
that when white marries black the 
wings of both are sorely cramped 
and lamed. The racial feeling of 
the negro is shown as no !/ess 
strong, no less unreasoning, than 
that of the whites. The end of 
this marriage is tragic frustration 
and madness. » 

Mr. O'Neill, to be sure, denies 
that he has any intention of read- 
ing a moral or eugenic lesson. His 
interest, he says, is solely in his 
characters as men and women, in 
their individual predicament. Ex- 
cept for an ignorant and factious 
propaganda, his play would stand 
at that—or fall. 

“Stupid Negro and Stupid White 
Woman.”’ 

Percy Bammond, in the Herald 
Tribune writes: 

The first performance of Eugene 
O'Neill's black-and-white play, 
“all God’s Chillun Got Wings,” 
was accomplished last evening 
serenely and with but little in- 
tervention from the police. AM up- 
right and studious negro married 
a white girl who was neither. They 
experienced more than the usual 
amount of wedlock’s difficultles— 
the man’s noble patience’ vieing 
with the woman's hysterical em- 
barrassments. At the finish the 
lady, by way of atonement for ill- 
behavior. kissed her husband's sa- 
ble hand: thereby suggesting that. 
in Mr. O'Neill's disconsolate out- 
look. miscegenation, at least, may 
contain elements of happiness. 

For one reason and another, the 
influence of the sinister Congo 
mask which hung on the wall of 
the negro household was not as 
great as might have been expected 
from reading the play in “The 
American Mercury.” Though this 
evidence of jungle ancestry was 
spot-lighted more or less subtly, 
and though Miss Blair cursed it 
very well indeed, it lacked the 
hypnotic lure that it has in the 
printed version.

One way would be that every pet 
son who should come, in some mat- 
ner, to recognize the divinity of 
Christ, should receive personally @ 
special revelation of the sum total of 
the doctrines taught by Christ.

A second way which we might 
conceive would be that Christ had 
written down His entire doctrine; 
that He had had this writing pub- 
licly authenticated; and that He 
had left definite instructions accoré- 
ing to which copies of the writing 
might be publicly and unmistakably 
authenticated throughout all time, 
This would also be a possible and 
sure method. 

We can conceive of a third meth- 
od of transmission. Christ might 
have taught His Apostles and given 
them a special aid so that they 
could not fail to possess His doe- 
trine. In this third case it would 
be necessary that amongst their law- 
ful and aceredited successors in the 
office of teaching, He should have 
established some court of appeal sup- 
ported also by divine assistance te 
guard His Church against error that 
might be put forward by false 
teachers. There would have to be, 
at least, one person amongst the 
successors of the Apostles, through- 
out time, who would be divinely 
empowered and guided to decide im 
every dispute and to condemn every 
error concerning the doctrines taught 
by Christ. This power would, of 
course, have to be a supernatural 


power.
